Destruction 
Faces

Towns 
From St. Louis to New Orleans— 
Lives Saved by 
Warnings 


(B y U nited P ress) 
Battered by the highest flood w a­ 
ters since 19 21, the Mississippi ri­ 
ver levee gave way in several places 
today . 
Collapse of the only barrier be­ 
tween security and destruction faced 
river towns from St. Louis to New 
Orleans. 
Even where the giant dy ke held, 
farm s and cities were suffering from 
flo o d water, continuous rain and 
a 
sea of mud. 
T w o breaks occurred at Mounds, 
111., and Judsonia, 
Ark., 
Dorena, 
Ark., warnings’ 
of danger 
saved 
lives and some property 
these in­ 
stances. 
W ater 10 to 15 feet deep flooded 
approx imately 100,000 acres in the 
vicinity of Dorena break. Ilickman, 
Ky ., across the river from Dorena 
is threatened with a similar 
fate. 
Relief work is under way . 
The town of Mounds, a city 
of 
more than 2,500 is completely inun­ 
dated, according to dispatches from 
Marion, 111. 
W ater four feet deep covers J ud ­ 
sonia and more than 2,000,000 acres 
arc under water in th at region. The 
levee in this town broke after des­ 
perate all-night efforts to save it. 


Charleston, Mo., April 10—(U.R> - 
A large break in the Mississippi ri­ 
ver levee south of here today flood­ 
ed Dorena, Ark., and approx imately 
100,000 acres of farm. land. 
Between 1,200 and 1,500 persons 
were driven from their homes 
by 
the advancing flood. W arnings had 
been issued, however, and none is 
believed to have been drowned. 
W ater stood from ten to 15 feet 
deep over the inundated area. 
A relief boat was dispatched down 
t ho river from here with men 
and 
supplies. Two 
relict 
trains, 
one 
carry ing supplies and the other 125 
workmen, set out for the flood dis­ 
trict. 
Dorena is just across the M issis­ 
sippi from Hickman, Ky ., which al­ 
so is threatened. 
A company of national 
guards­ 
men had worked all night at the le ­ 
vee which gave way . There was lit­ 
tle hope of patching tlie wall before 
present high waters subside.

ing it done, and figures compiled by 
the class in Manilla will no 
doubt 
serve as an average for the county . 
The work this spring also brought

ing, should be tested for germination 
and disease before seed ears are se­ 
lected for planting this spring.

university and one 
from the

are 
making their headquarters here, and 
we had three other state and fed er­ 
al “ corn b orers” here during 
the 
week. 
They are holding plowing demon­ 
strations slip wing how to adjust and 
use various kinds of plows and how 
to got rid of stocks and 
stubble. 
The county agent lias started hold­ 
ing a series 
of night 
meetings 
in 
various parts of tin* county - to ex ­ 
plain the “ why s and w herefores” of 
getting rid of the borers. In general, 
1 think the attitude of the farm ers 
is rather good toward making an e f­ 
fort of cleaning up. 
Some, however will try to get by 
with a slip-shod job and there 
are 
others who are raising quite a howl 
and say ing th at the corn borer 
is 
all imagination or that the cleanup 
is nonsense. No doubt there will he 
much fuming and stewing about il 
all but Hie best farm ers are being 
very decent about it. Some of the 
newspapers have “ pulled a 
bone’ 
in making their headlines and a r ti­ 
cles relate to the millions of dollars 
th at are being spent and telling all 
about the big contracts for machin­ 
ery , etc. Some of it is true 
and 
some not, any way it 
does’nt help 
the situation for them to play 
up 
that part of it rather than the ne­ 
cessity and importance of cleaning 
up.

E aster commemorating to Chris­ 
tian believers the Resurrection 
of 
Saviour of Mankind, and almost un­ 
iversally observed as 
a day 
and 
time of joy and feasting, is the old­ 
est of all the festivals in the Chris­ 
tian calendar. E aster signalizes 
the 
formal dawn of spring. Winter is at 
an end; the trees and flowers, stirr­ 
ing from their slumbers and throw ­ 
ing off their coverlets of snow, 
put 
forth bud and blossom; there is balm 
in the air. It is the real awakening 
of the new year. 
F aster even antedates 
Christmas 
as a day of 
Christian 
rejoicing. 
While Eostre or 
P asch a— ancient 
designation of the day— has 
been 
observed from the time of the foun­ 
dation of the Christian 
religion, 
it was not until four centuries a lte r 
the birth of Jesus of Nazareth, that 
His natal day was set apart 
for 
general commemoration. Indeed, the 
origin of the E aster 
festival 
is 


t r a c e d still further back into 
the 
past to the institution of the 
old 
Jewish Feast of the Passover. 
Ac­ 
cording to a Church historian, “ The 
first Christians being derived from, 
or intimately connected with 
the 
Jewish festivals, though in a 
new 
spirit, as commemorative of events 
of whi» ;h those had been shadows. 
The 
Passover ennobled 
hy 
the 
thought of Christ as the true Pascal 
Lamb, continued to he 
celebrated 
and became the Christian E asier.” 
As leading to the joyous 
obser­ 
vance of Faster, increasing import­ 
ance has been attached hy Christian 
peoples in later years to Long, or 
God’s, or Good Friday, as it is var­ 
iously known. As the day cm 
which 
the tragedy of the Cross was enact­ 
ed on the Hill of Golgotha, it 
is 
the most solemn and sacred in 
the 
Christian year. This note of solem­ 
nity is even reflected in the affairs 
of the secular world, most of 
the 
states of the nation having made it 
a legal holiday. 
In the unfolding years the 
Faster 
season, with the Lenten period 
im­ 
m e d i a t e l y preceding it, has received 
added emphasis in the general ad a p­ 
tation of secular affairs to the spir­ 
it of tlie time. Theatrical enterprise 
lags, and save for charitable effort, 
society halts its activities. Especial­ 
ly notable has been the growth 
in 
recent years of the week day obser- 
\ a nee of the Lenten season as dis­ 
played in the giving over of theatres, 
halls and business stores m 
lai^e 
cities to noon meetings at 
which 
leaders prominent among the clerg} 
and iait\ strike the practical Chris­ 
tian note. 
Early differences arose as to the 
precise day on which the Faster fes­ 
tival s h o ul d he observed. In the Jew ­ 
ish Calendar the Passover occurs on 
a fixed day of the month. The Chris­ 
tians assigned Faster to Sunday, as 
the first day of the week and 
the 
day, according Co Scripture, of 
the 
Ressp/i octioyu- Astronomical 
prob­ 
lems of a complex character 
were 
largelv responsible for these differ­ 
ences, which continued until 
the 
year 325 A. D. when the 
Council 
ut Nicea decreed that e \c r\\\h e ie in 
Christendom Faster should 
he ob­ 
served on the same day. It was 
not 
until the adoption of tin* Gregorian 
calendar, however, that this decree, 
which h ied F aster as tailing on 
tha 


first Sunday after the full moon fol­ 
lowing the vernal equinox, secured 
anything like general 
acceptance. 
Even now, though the 
Gregorian 
Calendar has within the past 
two 
years been adopted in 
the 
N ear 
East, there are some Oriental con­ 
gregations in which E aster is 
ob­ 
served sometimes before, and some­ 
times after, the date on which the 
festival is celebrated in the western 
churches. 


Rec k le s s Driv ing 
Few would figree on what consti­ 
tutes reckless driving, except in c as­ 
es of extreme speed where reckless­ 
ness would be unquestionable. Some 
speeds th at seem excessive to

reckless driving. A driver may take 
unw arranted chances in passing a n­ 
other c a r; he may drive over roads 
though warned not to; he may turn 
without giving any signal; he may 
back out of a parking place without 
looking in thy rear to see if another 
car is coming; he may load up with 
intoxicating liquor and lose possess­ 
ion of his faculties and control of 
his automobile. 
There are many other examples of 
recklessness in the operation of a 
motor car that might he r e f e r^ d to, 
but it remains for the 
state 
of 
Washington to define a 
form 
oi 
recklessness in the operation of an 
automobile that never before 
has 
been barred specifically hy tlie law. 
Washington lawmakers were lenient 
with the driver who wishes to speed 
along at a good 
rate, but 
“ hoy 
friend s” and “ girl 
friends 
who 
w ant to do their loving while 
on 
the move will have to watch 
their 
actions while on the public highway. 
New motor 
vehicle 
regulations, 
which become effective June 
10, 
raise the speed limit from 35 to 40 
miles an hour on the open road hut 
classify “ {netting” as constituting 
“ reckless driving.” To he sure that 
there will he no misunderstanding, 
the legislators worded the “ petting” 
clause in plain language. 
It 
de­ 
clares a driver shall be guilty 
of 


r e c k l e s s driving “ if such person lias 
in his or her embrace another person 
which prevents the free 
and 
un­ 
hampered operation of the car.

This is said to be one explanation 
of why General John J. Pershing is 
now in France, taking charge of 
the matter of obtaining the neces* 
sary ground for the monuments. 
Pershing’s vigor and prestige may 
be depended upon to make the 
necessary 
arrangements' without 
undue delay. 
Then, again, the general will be 
In A position to make any difficult 
decisions which might cause an 
officer of lower rank to pause and 
ponder. 
Pershing, of course, is chairman 
of the Battle Monuments Commis­ 
sion. 
He is expected back about 
the first of June.

/"\N E of the most remarkable post- 
war developments has been the 
multiplication of Pershing aides, 
cooks, orderlies and chauffeurs. 
There are hundreds of them now 
for every one who actually served 
ttnder the Old Man. 
“It seems as it every chauffeur 
And cook who ever saw France and 
a few who didn’t, are now claiming 
to have been Pershing’s own,” re­ 


marks one of the general’s friends. 
Colored men who commit murder 
or crimes calling for as serious a 
penalty seem to have developed a 
penchant for posing as former ‘‘pri­ 
vate orderlies” to the general.

His office, when appealed to 
on the completely erroneous ground 
that Pershing had intervened to 
save the life of another criminal in 
Georgia, forwarded the man’s mili­ 
tary record, but the record was 
poor and showed a dishonorable 
discharge. The Georgia negro, an­ 
other “private orderly,” was sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment as w’as 
still another ‘‘private orderly” in 
Mississippi. 
Sergt. 
Frank 
Lanckton, 
Per­ 
shing’s present white orderly, went 
with him to war. He was injured 
and temporarily succeeded by a 
couple of other fellows before he 
returned, but the number of genu­ 
ine “Pdrshing private orderlies” 
is very limited. 
Capt. George E. Adamson, Per­ 
shing’s present aide, was with him 
all through the war. 
There were 
three or four others, but two are 
dead.

THINGS WORTH 
KNOWING 


The word alderman comes 
from 
the Anglo-Saxon and means older 
man. Among tlie* Anglo-Saxons 
the 
alderman was a 
person of 
rank 
equivalent to 
that of an earl 
or 
count, the governor 
of a shire 
or 
epunTy and a member of the great 
council of the nation. 


Bridgeport— Raymond 
Harmon 
vent to sleep on a vrindow rill of 
the city hall at Vincennes. Hi* was 
fined $40 and "csts next day on a 
drunkenness charge. 


Possibly one of the saddest tr a ­ 
gedies enacted in Rush county, oc­ 
curred June 4th, 1827, when Alexan­ 
der Young, shot and 
killed 
John 
Points, a brother 
of 
Thomas 
R. 
Points, 
an 
early 
teacher. 
John 
Points was a 
respectable 
young 
farm er living not fa r from Y oungs, 
and was in love with \ o u n gs daugh­ 
ter, M ary A., age 17 years, 
and 
meeting 
objection 
attem pted 
*to 
elope, even as did that fam ous kid­ 
n a pe r 
“ Young 
Lochinvar, 
hut 
with more serious results. 
Horseback he 
rode 
to Youngs 
house or to a try sting place, 
and 
met his fiancee, who 'mounted behind 
him, thought she had avoided 
the 
parental eye, and together they rode 
off, in the darkness with little tear 
of detection. 
The country at that 
time was heavily timbered the leaves 
in full foliage and the young 
and 
hopeful 
lovers 
cheered 
at their 
lucky escape, which-if they had gone 
west instead of east, 
they might 
have effected. 
While riding swiftly along on the 
road, running north from Hawkins 
Corner, a little stream, 
then 
un­ 
abridged, caused 
them 
to slacken 
their pace and as they reached 
the 
north side of the stream, the sharp 
crack of a rifle rang 
out 
on the 
night air and a few feet lurther on, 
John Points fell from the frightened 
horse with a bullet hole a half inch 
wide and four inches deep in the 


back of his head. 
The bullet had barely missed the 
girl’s head and the 
irate 
father 
quickly went 
to the /a id 
of his 
daughter, who luid fallen from the 
horse and lay shocked and bruised 
in the road. In some manner, Y oun'jr 
had detected the attempted escape, 
and running across the corner 
or 
the woods to the little stream, he 
knew they would 
have 
to cross, 
awaited their arrival. 
The thought, that he might 
kill 
his 
daughter, 
never 
crossed 
his 
mind. It is not easy to contemplate 
the feelings of that 
mother, when 
by her father, the 
blood 
stained 
hysterical daughter, 
was 
returned 
home. For a long time the unfortun­ 
ate girl w as ill and hysterical. 
In 
time she recovered her health, but 
never her reason and though 
she 
lived for years afterw ard, 
it was 
only as a raving maniac, she died. 
Those who have read Irving's story 
of the “ Broken H eart— A Sketch 
m ay form some idea of the anguish 
of soul, which comes 
over 
those, 
who see the most cherished object 
of life snatched away hy a horrible 
death. 
On 
September 21st, 1830, Mary 
A. Young, was manned 
to Jacob 
Plow, father ot John Plow deceas­ 
ed. It is not known, whether 
she 
told him, as did Emmett’s bereaved 
sweetheart. 
She “ gave 
her hand 
but her heart was unalterably 
a n ­ 


other.” But we do know th at soon 
after her marriage, she fell into 
a 
slow decline which ended in insanity 
and that often in her deliriums she 
passed through that tragic 
scene 
and called the name of her unfor­ 
tunate lover, 
whose warm 
heart- 
hlood had stained her face and bri­ 
dal robes. The wonder is, not 
that 
reason left her, but that she had not 
died of fright. 
Young was arrested, charged 
by 
grand jury indictment with murder, 
and on October 31st, 1827, went to 
trial before Hon. Bcrtruel 
Morris, 
presiding judge with Elias Poston 
and John Gregg as associate judges 
as was then the law. 
Jam es Whitcomb was sta te ’s a t ­ 
torney, (not prosecutor as now.) of 
the Fifth judicial district assisted by 
Hon. Oliver H. Smith, while Y^oung 
was represented 
by 
Charles 
H. 
Test, Jam es Raridan and Jam es T. 
Brown. A 
grand fath er 
of A. 
L. 
Stewart, Thomas Stewart, 
was 
a 
member of 
the grand jury, 
w h i c h 
found 
, the 
indictment 
against 
Young. Landon G ardner, H arry Hil­ 
dreth, 
Jam es Linville, Wiliam 
P. 
P riest and Cornelius 
Flston 
were 
others. There were eighteen all told. 
Those who wish to read a copy of 
that 
indictment, will find its kind 
in Gary and 
Thomas’ H istory 
of 
Rush County in the Swanson case, 
or the original in Record One, Page 
223, Clerk’s office. 
The jury trying the case was Ro­ 
bert Groves, Benjamin Heady, Ni­ 
cholas Barton, Asa Beck, John Y\. 
Barbour, Richard Thornberry Lan- 
dy Hurst, William Kitchen, George 
Conrad, John Iler, John Ferris and 
Josiah Lee. 
Young 
w as 
a fanner 
in good 
standing, possessed of a reputation 
without blemish, as was his victim, 
and although the case was bitterly 
Contested, there could only 
be 
a 
verdict of “ guilty” but the jury re­ 
turned the verdict in the lowest de­ 
gree allowed hy law 
manslaughter 
—and a tine of one dollar and one 
year. Swanson killed Clark because 
of evil rumors circulated by Clark 
about the wile of one of Swanson s 
friends hut love for Ins 
daughter 
caused Young to kill the man who 
tried to steal her. Oh you Tempter! 
When will some one decapitate you 
and rid the 
nations 
of a bloody 
monster. 
On the morning of December 23rd, 
1879 , the writer and “ a bunch 
of 
sw eetness” rode hy the spot where 
Clark was killed hy Swanson, a 
la 
“ Lochinvar” headed for Hamilton, 
Ohio, leaving a wrecked spring wag­ 
on straddle of a stum p in the road 
and the late George Newkirk, with 
his niece— now Mrs. Joseph \ ande- 
ment, to “ h oof” it back in the snow 
three miles home—George 
with 
a 
dislocated shoulder and Laura with­ 
out overshoes, while we hurried 
to 
greet Major Griffin and the on-com­ 
ing 
train— and 
the 
“ dark 
I n - 
known.” Young was sent to prison, 
but was soon 
afterw ard 
released. 
Wrecked in fortune, hope and peace 
of mind “ he never smiled again. 
Never recovered 
his form er 
scIL 
nor was able to shake oft the mem­ 
ory of that awful night and it 
is 
said never again 
looked 
on 
the 
scene of that awful tragedy. Tears 
would fill his eyes, ^as he saw his 
beautiful daughter 
gradually 
de­ 
cline, 'mentally and*}» hysicaHy until 
a merciful Providence— by death— 
blotted out the haunting memories 
of a foolish crime and sent him 
to 
the rest he graved so long.

The explosion, according to wit- 


nesses, occurred on the inside of the 
store building, causing all the walls 
to collapse. The building was solidly 
constructed of brick. Falling debris 
killed members of the two families 
as they lay in their beds with no 
chance of escape.

Mrs. Sokolsky, Anna Sokolsky, 15, 
Samuel Sokolsky, 14; Barnett Levin, 
Mrs. Levin, Albert Levin, 20, and 
Leonard Levin, 13.

The county supervisor; is a local 
farmer and directly responsible to 
the federal 'and state authorities. We 
have seven inspectors—local 
far- 


oners—in the county who work un- 
der the county supervisor. EaJeli has 
;wo or three township's as his spe- 
.>ial charge., All stubble, stocks, cobs, 
etc., are to >be cleaned upjjy May 1 
and these inspectors have to irfspeet 
each farm to see that it is properly 
cleaned. 


If it is, the owner gets paid a 


maximum snmi of two dollars per 
acre. If he refuses to clean up, the 
government goes in with'its machin- 
ery and workmen, cleans up the 
plaice and charges it to the farmer. 
We already have fifteen or eighteen 
tractors in the county and as many 
stubble beaters. We just got them 
last woek and they are being used 
on places where farmers ask 
for 


them at a charge, I beliexe of^onc 
dollar an acre. After May 1, how- 
ever they will be used in the enfor- 
ced clean up. No amount has been 
set for charge of this but no doubt 
it will be enough to cover' cost 
of 


operating.

The 
inspectors 
are responsible 


for hiring, tractor drivers, oil tnick 
drivers, etc., and for placing 
the 


malehincry in the clean up work. Be- 
cause of the small amount of-gov- 
ernment machinery in the county 
compared to all the corn we have, 
the cleaning -up will mainly be done 
jy the farmers using their ordinary 
equipment as in cutting, raking and 
burning stocks, plowing undfcr stub- 
ale, etc. 


Most of the 
oats is ordinarily 


put in here by discing in, so the ex- 
tra performance of having to plow 
first doesn't go so good. Some folks 
made the fatal mistake last fall of 
planting their, wheat in corn stubble 
ground. If they are lucky enough to 
»et beaters, however, they can clean 
up without much difficulty. As the 
beater ."knives" can be set. far 
enough above the"ground so that 
they tear up the stubble but don't 
destroy the wheat. 


Wood county has the biggest corn 


acreage of any county in the Uni- 
ted States—that looks like a whop- 
per—maybe its in the

Easter commemorating to Chris- 


tian believers the Resurrection of 
Saviour of Mankind, and almost un- 
jversally observed as a day 
and 


time of'joy and feasting, is the old- 
est of all the festivals in the Chris- 
tian calendar. Easter signalizes the 
formal dawn of spring. Winter is at 
an end; the trees and flowers, stirr- 
ing from their slumbers and throw- 
ing off their coverlets of snow, put 
forth bud and blossom; there is balm 
in the air. It is "the real awakening 
of the new year. 


Easter even antedates 
Christmas 


as a day of Christian 
rejoicing. 


AYliilc Eostre or 
Pascha—ancient 


designation of the -day—has been 
observed from the- time of the foun- 
dation of the Chiistian 
religion, 


it was not until four centuries after 
the birth of Jesus of Nazareth, that 
His natal day was set apart 
for 


general commemoration. Indeed, the 
origin of the Easter 
festival 
is 


traced still further back into 
the 


past to the institution of the old 
Jewish Feast of the Passover. Ac- 
c-ording to a Church historian, "The 
first Christians being derived from, 


. or intimately connected with 
the 


Jewish festivals, though in a new 
spirit, as commemorative of events 
of which those had been shadows. 
The 
Passover ennobled 
by 
the 


thought of Christ as the true Pascal 
Lamb, continued to be 
celebrated 


and became the Christian Easter. 


As leading to the joyous obser- 


vance of Easter, increasing import- 
ance has been attached by Christian 
peoples in later years to Long, or 
Clod's, or Hood Friday, as it is var- 
iously known. As the day on which 
the tragedy of the Cross was enact- 
ed on the Hill of Golgotha, it is 
Hi,, most solemn and sacred in 
the 


• Christian year. This note of solem- 


nity is even relloeted in the affairs 
of'the secular world, most of 
the 


states of the nation having made it 
a legal holiday. 


In the unfolding years the Easter 


season, with the Lenten period im- 
mediately preceding it, has received 
added emphasis in the general adap- 
tation of secular affairs to the spir- 
it of the time. Theatrical enterprise 
lags, and save for charitable effort, 
society halts its activities. Especial- 
ly notable has been the growth in 
recent years of the week day obser- 
vance of the Lenten season as dis- 
played in the giving over of theatres, 
halls and business stores in large 
cities to noon meetings" at 
winch

and lait.v strike the practical Chris- 
tian note. 


Early differences arose as to the 


precise' day on wjiii'h the Easter fes- 
tival should be observed. In the Jew- 
ish Calendar the Passover occurs on 
a fixed day of the month.

speed limits and we are expected to 
remain within the bounds of legal 
propriety in order to escape

rest. The average limit for driving in 
rural sections: is foflty miles , an 
hour. Some states have a .lower lim. 
it, others higher. In Indiana, 
the 


rate beyond which the law is violat- 
•d, is forty miles an hour in 
the 


country.

But there are other' forms 
of 


ireckless driving. A drivei; may take 
unwarranted chances in passing an- 
other car; he may drive over roads 
though warned not to; he may turn 
without giving any signal; he may 
back out of a parking place without 
looking in the rear to see if another 
car is coming; he may load up with 
intoxicating liquor and lose" possess- 
ion of his faculties and control of 
his automobile. 


There arc many other examples of 


recklessness in the .operation of a 
motor car that might be referfpd to, 
•but it remains for the 
state of 


Washington to define a form 
of 


recklessness in the operation of an 
automobile that never before 
has 


been barred specifically by the law. 
Washington lawmakers were lenient 
with the driver who wishes to speed 
along at a good 
rate, but "boy 


friends" and "girl 
friends" who 


want to do their loving while 
on 


the move will have to watch their 
actions while on the public, highway. 


New motor vehicle -regulations, 


whiqh become effective June 
10, 


raise the speed limit from 35 to 40 
miles an hour on the open road but 
classify "letting" as constituting 
"reckless driving." To he sure that 
there will be no misunderstanding, 
the legislators worded the "petting" 
clause in plain language. \ It 
de- 


clares a driver shall be guilty 
of 


reckless driving "if such person has 
in his or her embrace another person 
which prevents the free and 
un- 


hampered operation of the car."
